It having heen argued for the jietitioner, that sla­ 
very wit« contrary to the law of nations, His Honor said— 
It is too laic now to «ay that slavery is contrary to the law 
of nations—as the principle of slavery is engrafted into the 
laws of nearly all modern mi!ions, to a greater or less de­ 
gree, and those laws ore recognized in general treaties and 
compacts; bm, on the other hand, slavery does not exist 
in consequenro of any ecneml law of nations—it is merely 
n domestic institution in the nations which tolerate it, and 
as such, die law of nations is silent upon it. 
In whatever 
nation it may exist, it only exisis hy the authority of the 
sovereign power of that nation, and the law of nations pro 
sumes that every bov. reign power can judge what is the 
best form of government for its own sulyects ; but the an- 
tliorily over the liberty of the slave is only local, and does 
not extend beyond the limits of the State or nation, except 
by a special treaty with any other Stale or States. 
This 
principle, however, docs not effect contracts for the price 
of slates, or slave-labor, entered into in a State where 
slavery is authorized hy ¡1« laws. 
A contract for such prop- 
erty may not be set aside in the Courts of non-slavc-hold. 
i g Slates or nations, on the ground that the consideration 
of such contract is illegal, because the consideration is le­ 
gal, where it is entered into. 
The Courts cannot go be­ 
yond the existence <»f the law, and cannot inquire into its 
justice and expediency in tho slave State ; but there is a 
difference between property in slaves, and other property. 
The general presumption with regard to goods and chat­ 
tels is, tlint they are property, hut with regard to slaves, 
the general presumption is that they are not property. 
In reference to the argument often advanced, that the 
clause in the Constitution, providing for the delivering up 
ol runaway or fugitive slaves, was not binding on our 
Courts, liecause slavery is immoral and against the law of 
God, Ilis Honor held, as before, that the respective States
